(a) A patent by its very nature is affected with a pubhc interest. The public interest is best served, and the most effective patent 
exammation occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, the Office is aware of and evaluates the teachings of all 
mfoimation material to patentability.

The duty to disclose all information known to be material to patentability is deemed 
to be satisfied If all information known to be material to patentability of any claim issued in a patent was cited by the Office or 
submitted to the Office in the manner prescribed by §§ 1.97(b)-(d) and 1.98. However, no patent will be granted on an application 
in connection with which fraud on the Office was practiced or attempted or the duty of disclosure was violated through bad faith or 
intentional misconduct.
